Continuation of 1,1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: During a second period of time (higher engine 
loads), the engine in Kirwan is run with a blend of gasoline and syngas so as to maintain desired engine torque requirement (lines 40-43 
of column 5). As indicated on lines 38-40 of column 5, Kirwan et al. further disclose that syngas displaces air to the engine and thus 
decreases maximum engine power. Therefore, as the engine load becomes higher, an amount of syngas supplied to the engine in 
Kirwan et al. is reduced to maintain desired engine torque. 
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
